Passengers on the French Steamer.

Key West, Fla., May 6.—[Speciai.]—The 
French steamer Lafayette goes out of Key 
West harbor tonight with an elated Captain 
and happy passengers.

One was off 
Havana when the Annapolis fired a blank 
shot across the bows of the steamer and 
displayed the international signal to heave 
to. Another scare was this afternoon when 
Commodore Watson's pennant. was hoisted 
on the Cincinnati and the customary salute 
was fired. Women and many of the male 
passengers on the Lafayette thought fire 
had been opened on them by the warships in 
the harbor, and hysterical scenes followed. 
Later, when the order came from Washing- 
ton directing the release of the vessel some 
of the French passengers got permission and 
came on shore for a lark. 'None of the 
Spaniards sought that privilege. 

Naval officers fee] that the right course 
was taken by Captain Hunker of the Arn- 
apolis in sending Lafayette into Key West 
with a prize crew. Had he permitted the 
steamer to enter Havana he might have 
been subject to censor. The steamer’s ac- 
tions were suspicious from the beginning.

Four days ago 
I sailed on the French liner Rodriguez for 
Puerto Ric6. My mission was to gather 
news and to study the harbor of San Juan. 
I provided myself with a camera, so as to 
take photographs of the fortifications and 
the surroundings. The dispatch boat, by a 


prearranged plan, had sailed to Puerto 


Plata to await my arrival. 

When I first sought. passage on the 
Rodriguez the agent, whom I found it neces- 
sary to take into my confidence to some ex- 
tent, refused to guarantee my safe arrival 
at my destination. Upon my agreement to 
assume all responsibilities he gave me con- 


sent. The Spanish Consul at St. Thomas 


was next consulted. I told him I wanted 
to take passage to Puerto Plata, and as the 
vessel would stop at San Juan on the- way 
I wanted a guarantee that I would not be 
disturbed while in that port. 

The Consul consented to my taking the 
passage, but immediately after my de- 
parture he cabled the Puerto Rican author- 
ities to arrest me asa spy. If it was impos- 
sible to get me on this charge my deliverance 
was to be demanded on the ground of old 
scores, as I was expelled from the Island of 
Puerto Rico nearly a month ago.

Leaves Port in Safety. 
I did not escape, however, without great 
annoyance and personal danger. The po-

They remained aboard until the last min- 
ute, hoping to detect me communicating 
with the shore or attempting to use my 
camera. They did not leave the vessel until 
the pilot departed after we were well out of 
the harbor. However, I managed to obtain 
a fine set of photos through the portholes of 
my stateroom, and after the departure of 
the pilot boat took a number of snap shots, 
giving general views around San Juan. 

_ From information gathered I am akle to 
state that the situation at Puerto Rico re- 
mains the same. The Spanish authorities 
expect Lacret or some other Cuban leader 
to disembark shortly with a large force, 
aided by Americans. 

The pravesticaps ef lies In uprisings. The 
starving labofers ane unable to pay the ex- 
orbitant prices demanded for food.

QUIET DAYS ON THE BLOCKADE. 
} Coast Have Little 
-Spanish Ships All 
Frightened Away.

May 5.)—The scenes of naval activity and 
the possible stir of events apparently have 
shifted from Cuban waters until the army 
shall have embarked from gulf ports and 
operations against Spain are waged afield 
as well as afloat. 

I left the flagship New York on Tuesday, 
and for two days have been cruising along 
the northern coast of Cuba from Havana to 
Cardenas, communicating with the ships on 
the blockade. All is as quiet as if the fleet 
was on a summer practice duty. No prizes 
have been captured recently, for Spanish 
vessels have ceased almost entirely to risk 
sailing these waters, where United States 
battleships, cruisers, and gunboats swarm 


has swept Spanish commerce into Key 
West with the effect of the traditional new 
broom. Now and then a timid little gun- 
boat sticks its nose out of one of the Cuban 
harbors, and hurries back affrighted at the 
sight of an American ship in the offing, 
much the same as a mongrel pup turns tail 
when a mastiff bares its teeth. Our gun 
crews smell powder only when some other 
foreign merchantman is made to heave to 
by a shell which hurtles madly over the 
seas ahead of the newspaper boats which 
dodge around the blockade lines by night 
and day, and have already cost the govern- 
ment a considerable amount of ammuni- 
tion. 
There is more genuine action and headlong 
enthusiasm in the spectacle of the Captain 
of one of these journalistic rovers running 
up his prfvate signal when he sees a dozen 
bluejackets rush to a four-inch gun or hears 
in the distance the bugle call to quarters 
than in any recent episodes of this vicinity. 


Havana Hugely Mysterious. 


From the sea Havana is hugely myste- 
rious. One never grows tired of seeking to 
picture in imagination the scenes behind 
the curtain of batteries and massive stone 
buildings along the water front whether aft- 
er two weeks of absolute seclusion from the 
world beyond the gay and festive life of the 
cafés and theaters has yet been snuffed out. 
Famine must wear hard on the luckless peo- 
ple and hunger is cataloguing a long roll, for 
Havana lives from hand to mouth under the 
most favorable circumstances. 

This morning the Three Friends was skirt- 
ing the coast and within easy range of the 
big guns of the Santa Clara batteries.

The 
most notable discovery in this survey of 
Havana was the great increase in height 
and extent of the sand mounds thrown up 
for the protection of the city batteries. 
Since I left Havana a great amount of work 
has been done in strengthening the defenses. 
I could make this out plainly from seaward 
yesterday afternoon. 

The Three Friends passed Matanzas two 
miles off shore slowing down at the position 
occupied by the flagship when the forts of 
this place were bombarded nine days ago. 
I learned that little work has been attempted 
in the way of repairing the damages inflict- 
ed upon Punta Gorda and Castle Merrillo.

GRIGSBY’S COWBOYS READY. 


Is a Simon Pure Regiment of Rough 
Riders and No Tenderfoot

Sioux Falls, Ia., May 6.—Colonel Grigsby’s 
regiment of cowboys, officially knewn as the 
Third Regiment, United States Volunteer 
Cavalry, is rapidly approaching complete or- 
ganization.

TO PATROL CHESAPEAKE BAY. 


Eight Vessels Will Compose the Fleet 
That Will Guard the Approach 
to Washington. 


Baltimore, Md., May 6.—[Special.]—Eight 
fully armed, fast sailing steamers will com- 
pose the Chesapeake Bay defense fleet to go 
into commission next week or as soon there- 
after as the vessels can be secured and 
armed. Commander C. T. Hutchins, U. 8. 
N., who will be in charge, received orders 
today to close contracts for the vessels and 
organize his fleet. 

Important duties will devolve upon the de- 
fense boats that will patrol the 200 miles of 
Chesapeake Bay. A gunboat and a torpedo 
boat will cruise constantly at the mouth of 
the Potomac River to safeguard the ap- 
to Washington. The Potomac has 
also been mined with explosives near its 
mouth as wellas near Washington. _ 

' The vessels of the defense fleet will consist 
of two auxiliary gunboats, each manned by 
four officers and sixty men; two torpedo 
boats, each manned by two officers and 
fifteén men; and four patrol boats, each pro- 
vided with powerful searchlights. The Mary- 
land iceboat Annapolis, a strongly built | 
craft, will be used as a gunboat. The big 
ferryboat Robert Garrett will also be con- 
verted into a formfdable fighting craft.

' mess, Sefior Moret candidly confessed that

Convict with Handcuffs On Gets Free 
from Benjamin Robinson and Is 
Lost in a Crowd—Latter Discovers

Fear for the Coal Supply. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

London, May 6.—[{Copyright, 1898, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New York 
World,]—The Daily Chronicle’s Liverpool 
correspondent telegraphs that the possibility 
of an attack being delivered on the Canary 
Islands by the American fleet has created 
uneasiness at Liverpool, where extensive 
interests are held in the Canaries. I have 
ascertained that the possibility of such an 
attack is by no means discounted by well- 
informed persons, and, indeed, is looked upon 
rather as a pfobability than otherwise. I 
find also that Spain will not leave the Ca- 
naries unprotected. There is an enormous 
quantity of coal there, larger than any time 
in years past. 

The American Consul at Las Palmas, who, 
it is generally understood, is a naturalized 
Spaniard, has left the island suddenly, “ ab- 
sconded ” is the word used, with the plans 
of Las Palmas harbor in his pocket. 

It is hardly necessary to point out the im- 
portance of the fact that there are now 
12,000 troops in Grand Canary alone under 
supreme command of General Sugara. They 
have been distributed all over the island. 
A majority of the men are armed with 
Mausers, fitted with magazines for five car- 
tridges. Every native Spaniard and Ca- 
narian who can be got is pressed into service. 
The consequence is that fruit shippers have 
only women to pack fruit, and business suf- 
fers considerably. Fortifications are being 
built as quickly as possibile, and a-new fort 
is being constructed on the hillside which 
faces the sea overlooking the port and Com- 
fetal Bay, Heavy guns will be fitted up 
there. 

‘Military authorities are taking possession 
of buildings belonging to British firms, and 
when asked for payment neither pay nor give 
a thank you. In view of possible early com- 
plications it is advisable to state that al- 
though a majority of the most important 
places in the Canaries are held by Brilish 
capital, they are virtually Spanish because 
the Spanish governnient insists upon all 
land and business being registered under 
Spanish name, so that to all intents and pur- 
poses British enterprises in the Canaries are 
Spanish. The Spanish government is mak- 
ing the most desperate efforts to raise a 
revenue now wherever it can do so. Thus 
the government has sold by auction a monop- 
oly of gunpowder, arms, and ammunition 
to a certain syndicate at a fabulous sum. 

Another syndicate has purchased the 
monopoly of paints, olls, etc., in a like man- 
ner. A tax has been levied upon all silver 
mines, and it is thoroughly believed in well 
informed circles that the Spanish govern- 
ment is now directing its attention to and 
has specific designs upon Spanish copper 
mines, the most important of which.are at 
Tharsus and Rio Tinto. These are worked 


in the main by foreign capital and have hith- 


erto entirely escaped,

BrunsWick, Ga., on April 22 for Philadelphia 
the Yarnell having on board a cargo of lum- 
ber. As he approached the North Carolina 
coast on April 22 a terrific northeast vale 
was encountered. The:wind drove enormous 
seas before it, in which the vessel laboured 
fearfully. It shipped large quantities of 
water in spite of all the efforts of the crew 
to Keep it headed into the wind. The storm 
blew with great fury all night, and at day- 
break the vessel was filled and rolling dan- 
gerously.

Briggs of this city, bound for Governor's 
Harbor, bore down upon them.

His Annual Report. 


PRAISE FOR THE WORK DONE. 


The Civic federation held its annual meet- 
ing last night at the Palmer House, heard 
reports from its retiring President, Adolph 
Nathan, and the standing committees, and 
elected the following officers for the ensuing 
year: |

Retiring President Nathan’s Report. 


Retiring President Nathan, in his annu 
address, divided the work of the ons 
‘into two classes, what he called the “ de- 
structive” and the “constructive” forces. © 
In the first he put the attacks the federation 
had made on gambling , the social evil, pay- 
roll stuffing, impure ice, and other public 
evils. It was, he said, “ sufficiently spectac- 
ular and newsy, but of little permanent 
value beyond the object lesson and educa- 
tional features.”” In that respect, however, 
he considered the work as valuable, as it 
showed the evils which were mainly respon- 
sible for the ills from which Chicago is suf- 
fering. 

“They grow,” said Mr. Nathan, “ out of 
two intolerable conditions—to-wit: the polit- 
ical syste which enables dishonest and In- 
capable méh to fill the elective administra- 
tive offices, and-the iniquitously unjust and 
corrupt revenue system of Cook County, 
which did not furnish sufficient funds torun 
the city and county, even were every dollar 
honestiy and capably expended.”’ 

So far as the revenue system was con- 
cerned, continued Mr. Nathan, that could be 
and was corrected by suitable legislation, 
but the political evil presented a complex 
problem. Two remedies were suggested. 
One was the nomination and support of in- 
dependent candidates for office when the 
party nominees were objectionable, and the 
other was a correction of the primary laws 
so as to put it in the power of the people to 
nominate good candidates themselves on the 
regular party tickets. 


Praise for the Primary Law. 


An investigation of the working of the 
plan of independent candidates in a number 
of large cities led to but one conclusion. 
But few of such candidates were elected, and 
when they were they did not always prove to 
be improvements over the partisan nom- 
inees. So it was determined to advocate 
an honest primary law, and such a one was 
passed through the last session of the Leg- 
islatur®é. In its successful working the 
speaker had great confidence. 

Mr. Nathan referred briefly and in a com- 
plimentary way to the work of the Com- 
mittee on Gambling and thé Penny Saving 
System, and in conclusion sald: 

My experience of four years in connection with 
this organization and one year a@ President has 
confirmed me in the opinion that the federation 
is covering a field which, with proper and con- 
stant cultivation, will result in rich harvests of 
more civic purity and honor and greater happiness 
of our people. All our citizens who desire better: 
city government need a central organization 
through which they may voice their sentiments 
ami feel that they will be heard, and therefore 
should heartily give it their moral and financial 
support. 


Political Action Committee’s Work. 


Various reports of standing committees 
were presented. That on Political Action 
dealt with the subject of revenue reform and 
the primary election law, and in speaking 
of the passage of the revenue bill at the 
special session of the Legislature awarded 
marked praise to the work of thé special 
committee of which John V. Farwell Jr. was 
President. The work done by this commit- 
tee of seventeen was given in detail. : 

For the passage of the primary election 
law special thanks were given Governor 
Tanner, ex-Governor Altgeld, State Sena- 
, tors Crawford and Mahoney, Judge Carter, 
Representative O'Donnell, T. N. Jamieson, 
Roger Sullivan, Roy O. West, L. P. Boyle, 
Cc. Fred Rush, Henry L. Hertz, and W. A. 
Giles. Out of the passage of this primary 
law, said the committee, grew the idea of a 
national conference on primary elect re- 
form, and such a one was held in New York, 
resulting in the establishment of a perma- 
nent national body. : 

The report of the Committee on Civil Serv- 
fee Reform dealt with the operation of the 
new law in Chicagb. It detailed the manner 
of the passage of that law, the appointment 
of the first commission by Mayor Swift, and 
the removal of it and the naming of another 
by Mayor Harrison. It theh went into the 
history of the operation of the law by the 
last commission, and recited without com- 
ment a great deal of recent history with 
which all readers of THe TRIBUNE are fa- 
miliar. Coming down to the Supreme Court 
decision as to the validity of the law the re- 
port said: | 

It had a good effect. The commission iteelf 
came to realize it had made too great concessions, 
and ite only protection lay in a more rigid enforce- 
ment of the law. So it welcomed the decision. 


Finds Ground for Rejoicing. 


Continuing, the report found ground for 
rejoicing in the following statement: 

During the last year, 4s your committée is in- 
formed .by the commission, over 6,500 employés 
have been appointed under the law, in addition 
to 8,500 policemen, who have been sworn in under 
its provisions. No greater benefit will be realized 
in any department than in connection with the 
police. Improper interference by members of 
the police force tn primaries and elections has 
been a crying evil in the past. Those who refused 
to so interfere at the behest of Aldermen or other 
influential politicians lost their places; those 
who obeyed the mandates of the bosses were pro- 
tected, no matter what they. did. 

Of the present commission the committee 
said: 

It has been constituted too short a time to en- 
able the committee to become acquainted with its 
methods and work, but it is to be hoped that the 
present members earnestly intend to carry out 
and enforce the law to the best of their ability. 

Speaking of the indictment of the old 
commission the report said: 

The beneficial effect of this prosecution, followed 
as it was by prompt acquittal, may perhaps be 
doubted. 

Of the investigation of the Berry com- 
mittee of the State Senate the report sald: : 

Bnough has been learned to give just ground for 
alarm (that it means an attempt to supercede the 
law) and to excite active efforts to prevent any 
attempt of the kind ! 


Penny Savings a Good System. 


The report of the penny savings system 
showed over 7,000 depositors, mostly school- 
children, with a total to their credit of more 
than $3,500. The benefit claimed for this 
system is the habit of thrift it inculcates in 
children.

CIVIC WAR ON GAMBLING. 


JOHN HILL JR. TELLS OF THE WORK 
OF THE LOCAL FEDERATION, 


Chieage Now Pronounced a “ Tight” 
Town, Although Many Dens Were 
Running Not Long Ago—Aldermen 


Interested in Gaming — Detectives | 


Who Are in Evidence in the Temples 


of Chauce—Nearly All of the 152 In-. 


dictments Returned Disposed Of. 


John Hill Jr. prefaced his report as chair- 
man of the Committee on Gambling at the 
annual meeting of the Civic federation at 
the Palmer House last night with a few ex- 
planatory remarks and the reading of two 
letters as specimens, so he said, of a great 
many received from men and women. One 
was from a laboring. man, who appealed to 
the federation to help him rescue his wife, 
who was playing the races In a poolroom for 
women at 3832 State street. The other, 
signed ‘‘ A Grand Crossing Mother,’’ wanted 
a saloon and gambling house at 7015 Madison 
avenue closed, at least at midnight, so her 
naaond and sons would be forced to come 

ome. 

Mr. ‘Hill's report follows: 


3) 


“With the change in the city administra- 


tion last spring it was generally anticipated 
(and, I am sorry to say, realized) that we 
would have a ‘ wide open town.’ Gambling 
appeared in all forms except ‘ faro.’ Poker, 
craps, poolrooms, etc., did a thriving busi- 


ness, and, while it was notoriously public, 


the Mayor and Chief of Police insisted that 
there was no ‘ open gambling.’ 

“Three Aldermen were apparently inter- 
ested in gambling houses and poolrooms. 
Five city detectives from headquarters were 
active in all poolrooms in which Aldermen 
were not apparently interested. Uniformed 
officers and detectives were seen playing the 
races in poolrooms. 

“About twelve poolrooms and fifteen 
gambling houses were running ‘ wide open ’ 
and there was no interference on the part of 
the police. For(days we kept two men going 
from poolroom to poolroom, and at night 
from gambling house to gambling house. 
The five detectives from headquarters were 
seen in the poolrooms day after day. 


Goes to Grand Jury. 


'“ Gathering such evidence and witnesses 
as was possible we presented the matter to 
State’s Attorney Deneen and it was decided 
to bring the complaints before the grand 
jury. The result has been gratifying, and 
what was six months ago a practically ‘ wide 
open town’ is today probably the‘ tightest’ 
town of any size in the country. 

‘‘Indictments were returned by the De- 
cember grand jury against every gambling- 
house and poolroom proprietor in the city 
where it was possible for us to obtain and 
present evidence of a conclusive nature. 

* With his usual promptness State’s Attor- 
ney Deneen set the cases for trial, and I am 
gratified to be able to say that our prosecu- 
tions have been entirely successful; few of 
the 152 indictments returned by the Decem- 
ber grand jury are now undisposed of. More 
than 100 of the indicted parties pleaded 
guilty and fines have been assessed against 
them of upward of $30,000 

** Incidental to the investigation of gam- 
bling and pool selling we took up the slot 


‘machine evil and it developed a state of 


affairs which is appalling. So simple was 


the task of gathering evidence in these cases |, 


that, with little trouble or expense, we pro- 
cured sufficient evidence to justify the in- 
dictment of ninety persons for ‘ keeping slot 
machines.’ 


Doom of the Slot Machine, | 

“The saloonkeepers carried the slot ma- 
chine cases to the Supreme Court. On 
April 2 the court handed down a 
decision in the case declaring the 
law constitutional and affirming the de- 
cision of the Criminal Court. This without 
doubt ends the reign of the slot machine in 
Chicago. This form of gambling was taking 
approximately $10,000 a day out of the 
pockets of the people of this city. 

** Up to the date of the recent indictments 
the poolrooms, gambling-houses, and slot 


machines were doing a thriving business. 


A conservative estimate of losses by patrons 
of poolrooms places it at $12,000 day, while 
a low estimate of the losses in ordinary 
gambling-houses was $10,000 a day... Taking 
the combined profits ofthe poolrooms, gam- 
bling-houses, and slot machines, wechave a 
loss to the people of more than $30,000 a day, 
or upwards of $10,000,000 a year. | 

“The task of preventing the reéstablish- 
ment of open gambling has not been by any 
means an easy one, but by constant vigi- 
lance, and with the aid of the Police depart- 
ment, we have succeeded to the extent that 
there is not today a permanent or an opén 
poolroom or gambling-house in Chicago. 

“It will require several weeks to dispose 
of the cases now pending in the Criminal 
Court, and in the future a reasonable vigi- 
lance on the part of the federation will pre- 
vent open gambling.”’ 


DISCUSS WAR REVENUE BILL. 


Some of the Stamp Tax Amendments 
Provide for Taxing Dealings 
in Grain Futures. 


Washington, D. C., May 6.—The Senate 
Committee on Finance spent today in con- 
sidering the amendments suggested by the 
Republican Senators as a body and by Sen- 
ator Wolcott as an individual to the stamp 
tax schedule of the war revenue bill. These 
amendments were largely matters of deiail, 
but all were intended to increase the volume 
of revenue to be derived from the proposed 


w. 

Mr. Wolcott’s amendments were intended 
to extend the provisions so as to make them 
applicable as far as possible to all classes of 
individuals. He expressed the opinion in 


pressing his suggestions that the general 


distribution of war taxes had the effect of 
causing the people to be more patriotic than 
they otherwise would be. 

Some of the amendments look to taxing the 
transactions of the grain and produce ex- 
changes, especially those bearing upon deal- 
ings in futures. 

Several changes were adopted and the pro- 
ceedings were generally of a harmonious 
character. Indeed, there has been no marked 
division except over the bond question and 
as to the amount of revenue the Dill 
shall yield. These differences were empha- 


sized again in today’s proceedings. Senator 
' Wolcott expressed himself as favorable to 


the extension of thé revenue features of the 
bill. 

Some have inferred from his position on 
this point that he is opposed to the pro- 
posed bond issue, but such is not the case, 
and it is understood that he will support the 
bond clause of the bill. The position of 
Senator Jones of Nevada on the bond issue 
has not developed. 

The Democratic members expressed them- 
selves solidly in opposition to the bond issue. 
They presented the other members of the 
committee with some of the amendments 


‘they will formally offer. They include the 


provision for the taxation of the gross re- 
ceipts of corporations to the extent of 1 per 
cent and the coinage of the silver seigniorage 
in the Treasury.

Points in Simons’ Oration. 


Mr. Simons’ was the closing oration of the 
debate. It was a eulogy of “‘ John Brown.” 
Mr. Simons is the champion of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan. After sketching the life 
of Brown. his work in Kansas, and his 
Harper's Ferry raid, the speaker said: 

‘* What was the message which this man 
gave to the world from Harper's Ferry and 
the scaffold? He taught the South that a 
new era had begun; that not by pursuation, 
threat, or rant, but by force was slavery 
to be exterminated. He showed to the North 
the weakness of slavery. An old man had 
thrown himself against it and the whoie 
structure had trembled to its base. He tore 
aside the deluding veil of compromise and 


revealed the spreading ulcer which "¥ de- } 


stroying the union. 

“ He made the whole North blush and hide 
its head for shame at the picture of an old, 
gray-headed man yielding his life whkhout 
a murmur for the uplifting of a down-trod- 
den race. He taught the world that man 
is. the equal of his fellow-man. He fanned 
the latent fires of conscience, smoldering 


in a million breasts, and they were soon to. 


burst into a mighty conflagration. Slavery 
would be consumed. The nation would be 
purged: The States would be welded togeth- 
er in the white heat of civil war. Then 
should freedom be re than a name and 
union no longer a muCkery. The South had 
slaia the man, but the spirit which ani- 
mated him was beyond the reach of earthly 


power. 

“The body of John Brown lay moldering 
in its mountain grave and mingling its dust 
with tha. of the eternal hills, but his spirit 
went marching on. It swept from ocean to 
ocean. It mingled its breath with the whis- 

re of every breeze, with the surge of the 
Atlantic as it beat against Plymouth Rock, 
and the }mountain echoes as they rever- 
berated through a thousand caverns. It 
joined its voice to the sound of the wood- 
man’s ax, to the clang of anvils in the armo- 
ries, and the ring of hammers in the gun 
shops. It recruited armies. It blazed from 
the hot throats of the union cannon. It 
stommed Vicksburg; it hovered over the field 
of Gettysburg; it swept up Lookout Moun- 
tain and over Missionary Ridge, and went 
with Sherman to the sea; and when at Ap- 
pomattox it-had fulfilled its mission and 
taken its fiight heavenward the lowering 
clouds of slavery and oppression parted, and 
forth in radidnt glory burst the clear sun 


of emancipation.”’

He is a graduate of the Detroit High School, 
where he took, an active interest in oratory, 
and debating. Although only 22 years old, 
he has had a brilliant oratorical career while 
at Ann Arbor.

The next year he came out 
first in the junior contest and second in the 
varsity, and in March, 1898, he won both the 
senior class and varsity contests.

STOWELL WINS IN HIGH SCHOOL 


Student of Lake View Awarded First 
- Prize for His Oration, ‘“ The Perils © 
; of Our Country.” 


Edwin Herbert Stowell of the Lake View 
High School won the first prize of $100 anda 
gold medal in the fourth annual oratorical 
contest of the Chicago High School Literary 
union, held at Central Music Hail last night. 
His subject was “‘ The Perils of Our Coun- 
try.”’ The second prize of $75 and a gold 
medal was taken by Arthur Lewinsohn of 
the Hyde Park High School for his oration, 
“The Statesmanship of Abraham Lincoin.” 
The third prize of $50 and a gold medal was 
awarded to Ben C. Conner of the John Mar- 
shal! School, who spoke on “ International 
Arbitration.” 

The young orator, whose average of marks 
on thought in composition and style‘in de- 
livery secured him first honors, spoke with 
dignity and earnestness. With the introduc-, 
tion that each period of history has its sep- 
arate idea and ideal, he said the great idea 
of the nineteenth century had been that of 
individual liberty. To retain in fact as well 
as in form the freedom which individuality 
had secured, he continued, should be the 
struggle of the day. 
“Our republic,” he said, “‘ while retaining 
the form and the name may revert to the 
opposite of those things for which it once 
stood. When the ballot was made mightier 
than the bullet no one had the thought that 
there would come a future when a politician 
could muster his followers at the polls in 
the same sense and for the same purpose 
that mighty lords of other days carried about 
with them strong forces:of retainers. The 
day of the boss who could rule 20,000 votes 
was not foreseen. The oft repeated cry of 
election frauds should not be lightly treated, 
and citizens should not'scoff when they see 
lawmakers become the tools of greedy cor- 
porations.”’ 

In a fearless press, he concluded, and inan 
upright public sentiment’would be the salva- 
tion from the perils which threatened. 


Lincoln as a Leader. 


. Arthur Lewinsohn, second prize winner, 
field up Abraham Lincoln as a nation’s 
leader who stood upon the highest pinnacle 
of statesmanship reached by any man—a 
plane which he said neither Gladstone nor 
Bismarck had reached. 

“He stood-at the helm,” he said, “‘ cheer- 
ful and patient, sergne And masterful—the 
ideal statesman.’, Nothing could témpt, 


anger him. He met unflinchingly the dif- 
ficulties of every situation—his first con- 
cern ever his country, his last, himself. He 
never sacrificed patriotism for party or for 
ambition. He did the right thing in the 
right place. When the country cried for war 
with England rather than the surrender of 
the Confederate emissaries taken from an 
English ship, he saw that to give up the 
men was toinsure Great Britain’s neutrality 
for the war. He withstood execration, and 
today his statesmanship and diplomacy are 
applauded. He was urged to free the slaves. 
at ti.c start of the war, but he said, ‘the 
union first,’ and waited till the time wasripe. 
Then he struck the shackles forever from 
the black man’s ankles.” 

Ben C. Conner, on the subject of “ Inter- 
national Arbitration,” asserted that in spite 
of the conflict now waging the interests of 

ce were steadily advancing. 

Arbitration,’ he said, ‘‘is peaceable, 
honorable, and just: Diplomacy sometimes 
fails to settle disputes between nations and 
then, if there is not some ‘higher power to 
come in, there is no recourse but the bar- 
baric one of war. Arbitration fills the need. 
Like a court, it protects the rights of both 


parties.’’

STILL IN A DEFICIT 


| Chicago Orchestra’s Shortage 


Now Reaches $25,000. 


LEGACY FROM LAST YEAR 


Some Reasons for the Increase 
in Unpaid Total. 


HOFMANN IS THE SOLOIST. 


The final rehearsal of the seventh season 
of the Chicago Orchestra was given yester- 
day afternoon at the Auditorium under the 
direction of Mr. Thomas. At this time the 
question of the financial standing of the 
organization comes up naturally for dis- 
cussion, and comparisons with last year are 
in order. To quote figures: 

Last year the deficit was $27,159, of which 
$22,000 was covered by the guarantee fund. 
This year there will be a deficit of $82,000, of 
which $20,000 will be covered by the guar- 
antors, leaving unpaid $12,000, which, added 
to the net deficit of all the other years, makes 
a total net deficit of $25,000. 

It is also in order to wonder why the 
orchestra cannot be a self-supporting or- 
ganization, and conjectures will be rife as to 
the reason for the increase in the deficit. 

In the first place, the expenses incurred 
during the last season have been greater be- 
cause more has been offered than ever. be- 
fore. As is known, the musicians must be 
engaged for twenty-eight weeks, of which 
only twenty-two are employed in the Chi- 
cago season and the others are taken up with 
outside concerts. This year the trip East 
made money, and the only. reason which 
appears for the increased deficit is the fall- 
ing off in attendance during the last six 
weeks. 


Hofmann the Soloist. 


afternoon, and his reception was marked 
with enthusiastic interest.

Piaudits for the Overture. 

The ‘* Tannhiduser’”’ overture was the event 
of the rehearsal. It purposed to be the Liszt 
transcription, but before he had finished the 
pianist seemed to be playing the entire or- 
chestral score. It was a triumph, and the 
house recognized it with . prolonged ap- 
piause. 

In the Mozart Symphony in E fiat the or- 
chestra played with a nice appreciation of 
the simplicity which is ever pleasing, and 
which, after a subject of the modern tone 
impressionist, makes the artistic humility of 
Mozart a most acceptable relaxation.

John Druggan, the self-confessed murderer 


of Robert F. Gudgeon, after repeated re- 
fusals to tell the story of the crime that cost 
the saloonkeeper his life, went on the stand 
in Judge Chetlain’s 
court and made a detailed confession of the 
plot to rob the saloon.and of the shooting to 
which it led. In his recital he exonerated 
Frank Isdell of any complicity in the affair, 
but accused Frank Morrison of being one of 
the party, the others besides the witness 
being Thomas Mulvihill, Michael Norris, 
and Charles Scarritt. 

In all other respects the statements made 
by Druggan tallied with those set forth in 
Scarritt’s earliest confession that led to the 
arrest of the remainder of the party. It is 
claimed by Isdell’s sister and his attorney 
that Scarritt has admitted since then that 
he told the police Morrison and not Isdell 
was in the party, but changed his statement 
because the police insisted Isdell was the 
guilty one. . 

Representatives of the State’s Attorney’s 
Office last evening stated no promises of a 
light: sentence or of any advantage to him- 
self had been made to Druggan to induce 
him to go on the stand and give his testi- 
mony to the jury. He had previously en- 
tered a plea of guilty. 

Druggan leaned forward in his chair and 
spoke in low tones while telling his story. 

“ Five of us composed the party that went 
to Gudgeon’s saloon that night,”’ said Drug- 
gan. ‘‘ The*members of the party beside 
myself were Thomas Mulvihill, Michael 
Norris, Charles Scarritt, and Frank Morri- 
son.”’ 

**Do you see in court the men who were 
with you?” asked Judge Chetlain. 

“ Yes, they are all here except Scarritt,”’ 
replied the witness. 

** Point out Morrison,” ordered the court. 

Druggan indicated a young man who sat 
near Assistant State’s Attorney Pearson. 

Morrison moved uneasily in his chair, 


while there was a general craning of necks 


in the crowded courtroom to get a glimpse 
of him. 

Druggan then proceeded to tell the story 
of the attempted robbery and murder. He 
could not remember who suggested the rob-- 
bery. The trip to the Gudgeon saloon at 


Johnson and Eighteenth streets was de-- 


scribed by Druggan just as it had been by 
Scarritt. 

“I went into the saloon first because 
Gudgeon did not know me,” said Druggan. 

I walked up to we bar and told Gudgeon 
to hold up his hands. He held them up, and 
walked sideways*toward the money drawer. 
I thought he was going to reach fora gun 
and then I shot him. Then we all ran out.” 

The Assistant State’s Attorney cross-ex- 
amined Druggan sharply for two hours. 
When the prosecutor was asking Druggan 
questions with reference to Thomas Mulvi- 
hill the latter interrupted with an oath, and 
exclaimed: ‘‘ He knows I was not there.” 

rank Morrison. who gave such account of 
himself after the crime that he was not 
arrested, was in court expecting an accusa- 
tion to be made against him, as he had 
been informed of the statements made by 
Scarritt and Druggan. 

In the morning repeated efforts were made 
to induce Druggan to talk, but to all ques- 
tions he replied his lawyer had toid him to 
keep still. Later Attorney W. 8S. Elliott, 
representing Druggan, conferred with Judge 
Chetlain, and afterwards Druggan testified. 

Norris was placed on the stand and denied 
having had any connection with the murder. 
Mulvihill will testify today. 


GAGE TALKS OF BOND ISSUES. 


Needs of the Treasury Department for 
Furnishing War Revenues Are — 
Fully Set Forth. 


Washington, D. C:, May 6.—The testimony 
of Secretary Gage as to the condition of the 
Treasury and its requirements, in order to 
meet the monetary demands of the war, as 
made before the Senate Committee on Fi- 
nance, was given to the public today. The 
Secretary stated the available balance in the 
Treasury April 30 at $179,832,472, but from 
this it was, he said, necessary to deduct the 
or appropriated for the national de- 

ense. 

He estimated that when the deficiencies 
in the War and Navy departments were 
met there would be an available balance of 
$91,000,000. The Treasurer estimated that 
he must have $50,000,000 for a working bal- 
ance from daytoday. This would leave now 
only $29,000,000 of available net cash in the 
Treasury but for the fact that there were 
some liabilities that would not be pressed. 
He thought that, all told, the Treasury could 
count upon available cash to the extent of 
$70,000,000 above the $100,000,000 gold re- 
serve. 


Mr. Gage stated that at the time his testi- | 


mony was given none of the volunteer forces 
had become a tax upon the government; that 
the entire 125,000 men would have to be 
taken care of within a month’s time. The 
best estimates placed the extraordinary ex- 
penses for the War and Navy departments 
at $52,000,000 up to the Ist of July next, in 
addition to the $50,000,000 voted for national 
defense. 

He thought that from $40,000,000 to $50,000,- 
000 in. addition to the ordinary revenues 
would have to be realized between now and 
July 1 to preserve the gold reserve intact. 
Without this extra fund he thought the 
reserve would be reduced to the extent 
of $20,000,000, leaving in the Treasury only 
$70,000,000, all told, at the end of the fiscal 
year. 

Mr. Gage said he knew of no other method 
for raising this extra money except by taxa- 
tion or the sale of bonds. Senator Turple 
asked if he could think of no other method. 

**IT cannot think of any other to which I 
think it would be proper and safe for the 
government to resort, except by the issu- 
ance of Treasury certificates. I think it isa 
legitimate operation to borrow in any way 
you can make it acceptable to both parties 
to the contract.”’ 

The Secretary refused to furnish an es- 
timate of the expense ef the war after July 
1, because he had no data from the Warand 
Navy departments, but he gave the com- 
mittee what he called a “ guess ’’ based on 
the best information obtainable, placing the 
figure at $25,000,000 a month in addition to 
the ordinary expenses. 

Mr. Gage expressed the opinion that it 
would be impossible to place as much as 
$100,000,000 of the loan among individuals 
and in small sums. Explaining his reason 
for this opinion he said: 

** Our people are different from the French 
people, if you please, in whose country there 
are no savings banks. In our country there 
are 5,000,000 people ‘who have money in 
savings banks at a general average rate of 
interest of 4 percent. The money is avall- 
able to them at any-moment. The tempta- 
tion and self-interest to invest in 8 cent 
bonds and disturb their littléet balances in 
the savings banks is not great. : 

“In France the individual has his money, 
his little savings, stowed away in a stock- 
ing or a sack or a private hoard. It is in 
cash. It is drawing no interest generally, 
and when the government puts out a loan 
it is his opportunity. Our people have larger 
opportunities. That is the principal reason 


} why I think the whole $100,000,000 will not be 


taken by private persons.”’

To this statement Senator Wolcott took* 


exception, saying: 

“ The Secretary allows nothing for the pa- 
triotic desire of the people to support the 
government and take bonds at a less interest 
than they can get in a savings bank. He 
assumes they as well would be governed en- 
tirely by selfishneéss.”’ 


Secretary Gage—You ask my opinion as to - 


what proportion of these bonds will be taken 
by individuals. I don’t.think my opinion is 
worth any more than that.of any other gen- 
tleman here, but looking at it as I dolI would 
say I do not believe the whole $100,000,000 
will be subscribed or offered for by individ- 
uals. I may be mistaken. I sincerely hope 
I am, 

Senator Wolcott—Then, 
should be offered, you think that much less 
than $100,000,000 would be taken by individ- 
uals; is that your idea? 


Secretary Gage—I think the quantity of- 


fered would not make a large difference in 
the quantity taken by individuals. 
The Secretary recommended that the in- 


terest on the bonds be made payable every 
quarterly.

Plan for Footway to Man gler’s 
Restaurant Not in Favor. 


RIVALS APPEAL TOMAYOR 


Scheme Sanctioned by Council 


Menaces Their Trade. 


BONNEY’S ADVICE TO YERKES 


p Apparently every keeper of a restaurant 


within a radius of three blocks of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce Building called on Mayor 
Harrison yesterday and entered. a loud- 
voiced protest against “‘ Alderman Mangler’s 
bridge.” The Mayor finally promised to 
veto the order granting leave to construct 
the proposed footway, providing the ob- 
jectors to it persist in their present attitude. 

At last Monday’s meeting of the City 
Council, Alderman Kimbell introduced and 
had passed an order allowing the construc- 
tion of a bridge over “ Gamblers’ Alley,” to 
extend from the Chamber of Commerce 
Building on the north side to Alderman 
Mangler’s restaurant on the south. The 
reason given for it was that the Building 
Contractors’ club having been burned out in 
its old quarters over the Monroe restaurant 
had taken new ones in the Chamber of Com- 

ree, and wanted to secure connections 
with a restaurant so it could have luncheon 
served daily in its rooms. Alderman Kim- 
bell, who is a member of the club, said it 
would be a good thing for that organization, 
and Alderman Mangler was not heard to 
offer any objection. 

Other restaurant keepers in the neighbor- 
hood, however, started a vigorous protest. 
They said the proposed bridge would give 
thousands of people doing business in the 
big Chamber of Commerce Building too 
easy an access to one restaurant to benefit 
the trade of the others. Hence their call 
on the Mayor. 

Mayor Harrison also threw cold water on 
the proposed bicycle tax ordinance. 

“TI am in favor of an ordinance taxing 
bicycles,”’ he said, *‘ and so, I believe, is the 
big majority of the bicycle riders in Chi- 
cago. But if the Supreme Court sustains 
Judge Tuley’s decision that the existing 
bicycle tax ordinance is invalid a new or- 
dinance would be open to the same objec- 
tions, while in the opposite event there would 
be no reason for a new ordinance.”’ 


Says Extensions Are Not Needed. 


Vice President C. L. Bonney of the Chi- 
cago General street railway company has 
given an opinion to the legal departments of 
the other street car companies to the effect 
they can keep on operating their present 
lines after their franchises have expired, re- 
gardless of whether or not any extensions 
of the franchises are secured. 

Mr. Bonney‘s argument ts that the street 
car franchises really come from the State 
and not from the city. He bases this on 
the premise that the city is nothing, but a 
creature of the State, and can convey no 
power on street car companies or anything 
else except as it is authorized to by the 


Legislature. 


Most of the ordinances under which the ex- 
isting car companies in Chicago are operat- 
ed were granted in 1883 and for a period of 
twenty years, but before this the Legis- 
lature, Mr. Bonney declares, had granted 
them charters for a much longer period, 
sometimes ninety-nine years. He holds 
these grants are still in force. 

The horse and dummy act was by 
the Legislature in 1874, and under it the 
ordinances of 1883 was passed. Mr. Bonney 
claims the twenty years’ limitation in the 
horse and dummy act is to “ the locating, 
constructing, and laying of a track,’’ and to 
nothing else, while there is no Hmitation 
on the length of the time for which the 
city can-give its *‘ consent ”’ to the opera- 
tion of the roads. From all of which Mr. 
Bonney concludes it makes no difference 
whether or not the Allen law is repealed 
before extensions of existing franchises are 
granted. 

Although the argument is addressed to 


Charles T. Yerkes, there is no evidence it | 


has operated to divert him from his original 
project of securing extensions of his 
franchises if he can get them from the Coun- 
cil. 

Mayor Harrison was asked in the after- 
noon to subscribe for stock in the proposed 
Coliseum to be built at Throop and Con- 
gress streets: He declined to take stock, 
but gave the plan his approval, saying a 
building of the kind would be a boori to the 
West Side and have a tendency to increase 
real estate values. 


_ Plan to Repair Fences. 


The Mayor has ordered prepared a list of 
city employés which shall show the political 
backing of each one not under civil service. 
It is said the object is to weed out those not 
regarded by the party managers as satis- 
factory or useful in order to strengthen the 
administration fences before the county pri- 
maries. 

Charges of fraud in the civil service exam- 
ination for corporation inspectors, held on 
March 23, have been made. Over 300 en- 
tered the competition, and it is claimed a 
number of them had coples of the city specifi- 
cations used by street contractors to con- 
sult in answering technical questions. The 
civil service board may declare the examina- 
tion invalid and call a new one. 

P. J. O’Connell of the Twentieth Ward, an 
Altgeld Democrat, has been appointed store- 
keeper at the bridewell, in the place former- 
ly held by A. B. Sturm. 

The payroll of 380 school census takers 
has been held up by the Civil Service com- 
mission. Approval was withheld on the 
ground that the schoo! officials did not com- 
ply with the merit law*by asking for author- 
ity to appoint the canvassers under the six- 
ty-day rule. Commissioner Lindblom says 
the commission will not certify that the can- 
vassers are employed legally. 

The Finance committee recommended to 
the Council for passage an order providing 
for half holidays on Saturdays from May 14 
until Oct. 1 for city employés, except those 
in the Police, Health, and Fire departments. 
The order will apply to the labor service, as 
well as the City Hall clerks. | 

Alderman Martin. by conferring with the 
Mayor secured the addition of two miles of 
streets in the Sixth Ward to the Hst of thor- 
oughfares that will be supplied with electric 
lights from this year’s appropriation.

DR. CHARLES STORCK IS DEAD. 


Old German Physician and Chicago 
Resident Passes Away at His 
Residence. 


Dr. Charles Storck, one of the oldest and 
most prominent German physicians in Chi- 
cago, was found dead in a chair at his resi- 
dence, 902 Addison street, yesterday. His 
son, W. H. Storck, had left him in seemingly 
good health on Thursday evening. The gon 
said his father had been melancholy for some 
time, but had not shown any signs of fail- 
ing health. Since 1863 he had been affected 


with heart trouble, and this, together with 


a depression of spirits since the death of his 
wife four years ago, is thought to have 
caused his death. 

The funeral will be held tomorrow after- 
noon at the residence, 902 Addison street. 
The Rev. 8S. D. Edsall of St. Peter’s Episco- 
pal Church, will officiate. Interment will be 
at Graceland. 

Dr. Storck was born on June 9, 1826, in 
the Grand Duchy of Baden. He won distinc- 
tion as a Captain of Engineers in the revo- 
lution of 1848. He came to this country in 
1851 and received his medical degree in 1855 
at Albany, N. Y. A few months later he 
married Miss Mary Koch of Williamsville, 
N. Y¥. In 1860 he came to Chicago. He 
served as a surgeon'in the civil war until 
symptoms of heart trouble manifested them- 
selves. He was obliged to retire from serv- 
ice and resumed his medical practice on the 
North Side. 

Dr. Storck resided for a number of years at 
405 Sheffield avenue, and was a prominent 


figure in German society on the North Side. |

English Humor in Pictures. 
Social Pictorial Satire. By George du 


Maurier. Harper's. 

In this work Du Maurier renews his al- 
legiance to Thackeray in two ways: ~ His 
style is, as it always has been, reminiscent 
of his master, and he expresses the opinion 
that that master was the greatest novelist, 
satirist, and fmmorist of “ our ’’ time, mean- 
ing the time of Thackeray himself and all 
subsequent time down to the present. 
Whether the author of “ Vanity Fair” de- 
serves this preéminence or not he was cer 
tainly a great novelist and a great satirist 
and humorist in print, and the remembrance 
of his experience and a glance at some of the 
pictorial efforts in this book suggest that 
perhaps it would be fortunate if English 
humor and satire should always take to 
print and eschew pictures. 

Not that there is anything {n the book 
quite as bad as Thackeray’s own illustra- 
tions, but If the selection® are supposed to 
represent Leech, Keene, and Du Maurier at 
their best then tears and not smiles are in 
order.,The humorous drawing that has 
to be helped out with italics, exclamation 
points, and labored explanations is one of 
the saddest things known to man, and the 
specimens from these artists that we have 
here invoke such aids as an imperative neces- 
sity. 

Of the score and more illustrations all but 
two or three would be classified as mild, 
very mild on this side the Atlantic. The 
criticism now is of the general effect they 
produce and not a technical one of the draw- 
ings as drawings. The reader wonders 
somewhat at the pictures and then wonders 
more than somewhat at .the lines that are 
printed under them. O, those lines, and 
the blank feeling they leave! The most 
savage hunger for jokes would not be sauce 
for such a banquet.

Pretty Story for Children. 
Two Prisoners. By Thomas Nelson 
Pare. New York: R. H. Russell. 

This is a short story that appeared origin- 
ally in,Harper’s Young People and that has 
since been rewritten and amplified by the 
author. The narrative is written around 
a pretty conceit. The two prisoners are a 
crippled girl and a mocking bird, whose 
cage hangs in a window where the child can 
gee it through the window of her own squalid 
room. From the human prisoner sympathy 
goes out to the imprisoned bird and owing 
to a combination of circumstances each be- 
comes the instrument through which the 
other ts set free. 

The analysis of such a story soon exhausts 
itself. There is neither serious plot nor 
character delineation. The interest depends 


entirely upon style, sentiment, and tempera-. 


ment. The first requisite is that the senti- 
ment should be true and the second requisite 
is that the tale should be prettily told. Mr. 
Page’s coincidences approach the marvel- 
ous, but admitting his situations the senti- 
ment does ring true. He gives us affecting 
pictures of child life that are inspired by a 
genuine sympathy. The style as a whole 
corresponds to the sentiment. It is simple, 
easily within the comprehension of a child, 
and does the telling prettily. But there are 
fome curious lapses in construction that de- 
serve to be noticed simply to show what a 
practiced writer of English can do without 
trying. We learn, for instance, that *“* Molly 
would have loved to pet it and then have 
turned it loose and seen !ft flying away 
singing.” That is, we do not learn, for the 
sentence leaves us befogged with doubt. 
It is impossible to discover just how far 
Molly would have indulged in the act of 
loving. Would she have loved not only to 
pet it, but also to turn it loose and to see 
it fly away singing? Probably, but the love 
of the text does not go so far. It stops with 
the petting. A few lines further on there is

There is no doubt that 
any attempt on the part of the United States 
to retain permanent possession of the Phil- 
ippine Islands or to dispose of them to some 
foreign power, such as Great Britain, would 
involve the American government in a con- 
flict with the land of the rising sun. 

Japan has long had an eye on the Phil- 
ippines; which she looks upon much in the 
same light as the people here regard Cuba, 
that is to say, as a group which lying at 
their doors is destined sooner or later to be- 
long to them,and cannot be’permitted to pass 
into the possession of any other foreign 


power. Ever since the Mikado was forced 


by Russia to sacrifice the fruit of his vic- 
torious war with China, platform and press 
in Japan have been loud and peremptory in 
their demands for compensation by means 
of possession of the Philippine Islands, To 
this view the Japanese people have pro- 
moted the insurrection against Spanish rule. 

The Revolutionary committee had fora 
time their headquarters in Japan, and most 
of their arms, as well as the funds of tho 
rebellion, were likewise obtained there. 
In fact, this went on in the most unblush- 
ing manner until about a year ago, when 
there was a sudden rapproachement be- 
tween Japan and Spain, due to their com- 
mon animosity towards the United States, 
the bad feeling of Spain towards this coun- 
try being due to Cuba, and that of Japan 
attributable to the Sandwich Islands. It 
was at that time that the Japanese gov- 
ernment sent the Philippine Revolutionary 
committees about their business to estab- 
lish themselves at Hongkong and Singapore, 
where they have since had their headquar- 
ters. 


Hispano-Japanese Alliance. 


It was shortly after this that a Prince 
of the Japanese imperial family and the 
Marquis Ito proceeded to San Sebastian, 
where they had several interviews with 
the Queen Regent and the then Minister of 
Foreign Affairs with the object of forming 
an anti-American alliance. Whether this 
alliance ever came to anything or not is 
not definitely known. But the presumption 
is that the project fell through, at any rate 
hung fire for the time. 

Its revival at the present moment, im- 
probable as it may appear at first sight, 
is not beyond the bounds of possibility, es- 
pecially if Spain shows itseif disposed to pay 
with a cession of the Philippine Islands to 
Japan the price-of such an alliance. The 
Japanese are thoroughly exasperated by the 
treatment which they have received from 


connection with China. They are still more 
embittered against the United States in con- 
nection with Hawali. In fact few people 
are aware how near Japan was to declaring 
war last year against this country in con- 
nection with the Sandwich Islands. 

The Japanese claim that by reason of 
proximity and of trade interests their claims 
to the Philippine Islands predominate over 
those of all other foreign powers, and that 
from the moment that Spain either volun- 
tarily or by force relinquishes possession of 
the islands it is Japan which has the first and 
foremost claim on them. 


Japan Not to Be Trifled With. 


Japan is not a power that can be neglected 
by the United States in the question. In- 
deed, her views are entitled to more con- 
sideration than those of all other fore'gn 
powers put together as far as the Philippine 
Islands are concerned. For she has in the 
Pacific a fleet of the most powerful and up- 
to-date battleships, cruisers, and torpedo 
boats, larger than the Pacific fleet of Great 
Britain and superior to the Pacific squadrons 
of all the other powers put together. Moro- 
over, the Japanese possess in the western 
Pacific the unrivalled advantage over every 
other naval power, that they are within u 
few hours reach of their home station and 
chief base of supplies, while in the recent 
war with China the Japanese showed that 
they were able to handle in an exceeding 
skillful manner both their ships and their 
guns. 

Whatever, therefore, the United Sft&tes 
government may decide upon with regard to 
the ultimate fate of the Philippine Islands, 
they must not lose sight of Japan as the 
most important of all the foreign powers 
to be considered in the matter.

During the last week, however, Chi- 
cago has been so extra liberal in its offerings 
of bills, particularly against the Leiter 
wheat, that the exchange market has been 
weakened until gold imports are now again 
profitable, even though a waf insurance on 
gold has now to be considered. And as long 
/ as gold.is due to come, Chicago bankers 
> reason that they would as soon get the prof- 
its on imports as the bankers in New York. 
The gold which the Union National brings 
to this country will be left for convenience 
on balance in New York, as this city has 
for the present more than all the gold it 
needs.

MARKET PLACE, 


Implement and Other Manufacturers 
Continue to Use Large Quantities, 
Demand from These Sources Main- 
taining Prices, but Pine Is General- 
ly Slow and Not Attracting Mach 
Attention—Navigation Having Lit- 
tle or No Effect on the Cargo Market. 


There is a quiet tone pervading a | 
the departments of the take 
generally considered improbable that the 
volume of business, especially in white pine, 
will show any increase for- the month of 
April over the corresponding month of last 
year. The dealers generally have been well 
occupied with their annual inventories. As 
for their April business, it was in most in- 
stances above the volume of a year ago, but 
some do not report any increase. The month 
of April, it was commonly anticipated, would 
far surpass the corresponding month of a 
year ago; but when the war scare appeared 
and was followed by the actual declaration 
of hostilities the demand shrank visibly, and 
although with some wholesalers it has con- 
tinued in fair volume throughout the month, 
with the vast majority it assumed a decided 
falling off from expectations. 

During the last week the trade has been 
generally more interested in its annual tak- 
ing of stock than in other features of the 
market. This has likewise prevented them 
from urging trade, and as orders have not 
been coming in very generally without so- 
licitation the volume has naturally declined. 
The results of the year’s business, as shown 
by the footings of the annual inventory at 
the Chicago yards, have been, on the whole, 
quite satisfactory, and the trade is hopeful 
and even confident that another twelve- 
month will make a much more gratifying 
showing. 

Since the opening of navigation there has 
been no great increase in stocks. Some deal- 
ers have brought forward considerable lum- 
ber, probably purchased from time to time 
during the last winter, but the number of in- 
quiries by telephone between the yards for 
various items continues to demonstrate a 
material shortage in assortments. Piece- 
stuff, espgtially, is broken up in assortment, 
and moa. 
difficulty in obtaining what they need from 
their neighbors, who, however well supplied 
they may have been, are beginning to find 
that their own stocks are of necessity to be 
conserved for the present, in order to care 
fortheir own trade. 

Prices in Chicago as a rule are steady, but, 
as compared with other markets, are low. 
They are entirely disproportionate to the 
present cost at first hands. A man who 
would today embark in the lumber business 
in Chicago and attempt'to buy at the present 
manufacturers’ prices and sell on the basis 
of prices ruling on country shipments would 
find himself confronted with a deficit of 
something like $2.00 per thousand. This is 
not as it should be, but few dealers see their 
way clear to obtaining better values for what 
they ship, and all of them find it impossible 
to purchase in bulk at figures that would 
leave them a margin. 

Nearly all manufacturers are calling ac- 
tively for hardwood, which fact sustains 
interest in the market. It is reported that 
the big !mplement concerns here have not only 
already manufactured more machines than they 
started out ‘o make this entire season, but they 
are considerably short on their present orders. 
One firm inte to manufacture ‘ ma- 
chines this season, and made preparations for the 
material accordingly. They have already manu- 
factured 60,000, and will make 15,000 more, which 
is 50 per cent ahead of their intended output. This 


keeps them scurrying about for lumber and other 
material.

Fair Demand for Berries Early, but It 


Did Not Last. 


In a general way it was an off day in South 
Water street, although for an hour or so tn the 
morning there was a lively trade. Interest cen- 
tered principally in berries, for which there 
was active inquiry, when receipts first 
began ‘coming in. Interest in the mar- 
ket, however, was not sustained nor were early 
prices kept up. The best berries were soon dis- 
posed of. Tennessee furnished the bulk of the 
supply. A moderate inquiry continues for pota- 
toes, the receipts of which are readily absorbed by 
the local trade. Shippers are still after them, but 
are not getting as many as they would like to 
have. Receipts were 87 cars, making 317 so far 
this week, against 244 for the five days last week. 
Vegetables were generally a slow trade, the mar- 
ket being more or less depressed by liberal 
ceipts. 

The first straight car of California cherries con- 
signed to the Earl Fruit company from Vacaville, 
expected on Tuesday, did not reach this city until 
yesterday and were sold at auction in the after-

_ He has youth, ambition, and ability. He 
has done fairly well as Mayor. He has 
made no serious mistakes thus far. So the 
prospects of his obtaining further political 
proferment are reasonably good. And yet 
his political future, promising as it seems to 


him, may be ruined ine day. If during his 


administration the franchises of the trac- 


‘tion companies are extended for half a 


century under the Allen law, and the city 
robbed of a yearly revenue of between three 


‘and four million dollars, Mr. Harrison may 


ae well put ambition from him. His career 
will end then and there. 

That man during whose Mayoralty the 
city. is deprived of a revenue with which it 
could clean the streets so no complaint would 
be made of their condition, and with which 
it could police and light those-streets per- 
fectly, as well as do other things calculated 

-to, add to the comfort and convenience of 
citizens, must expect to be held responsible 
for that spoliation of municipal revenues. 


‘ He will suy: “I could not help it.” The 


people would reply: “ Yes, you could have 
helped it, but you did not half exert your- 
self. You left undone many things you 
might have done to beat the boodlers.” 
Rightly or wrongly, the people will re- 
fuse to believe that the Mayor was not at 
fault. They will declare a perpetual polit- 
feal boycott against the man during whose 
administration a great wrong was inflicted 


on them and their city. That man need 


never expect to get another elective office. 


The great prizes the people can bestow will 


all be beyond his reach. 

Therefore, if Mayor Harrison wishes to 
climb higher on the political ladder he must 
see to it that no Allen law franchise exten- 
sion ordinances go through While he Is 
ty Office. It does not follow that he wil! be- 
comie..Governor, or Senator, or President if 
he defeats the schemes of the traction com- 
panies, for nothing is sure in this unsteady 
world Of politics, but it is cerfain that if the 
traction companies get the better of the 
city while he is running it his cake is 
dotigh. 

Consequently, self-interest, if nothing 
else, should prompt the Mayor to leave no 
stone unturned to prevent the sacrifice of 
the city’s rights by a boodling Council. He 
should use all the power which his position 


* ge the local head of the party. gives him. 


Democrats can be disciplined more easily 
than Republicans. The Mayor should call 
to the attention of the people in messages 
and addresses the iniquitous plot which is 
being hatched against them, and thus stir 
them up to expostulate with their Alder- 
men. . 

The Mayor should explain fully what the 
city ought to have, and which the traction 
companies and boodle Aldermen are conspir- 
ing torobitof. Hestates now that the pay-

THE LAFAYETTE INCIDENT. 
It looked for a time yesterday as if a new 


and important element had been introduced 


into the war with Spain by reason of the 


capture by our navy of the first vessel of a 
friendly power attempting to enter the 
blockaded port of Havana. The French 
steamer Lafayette, bound for Havana and 
Mexican ports, ignored the warnings of the 
blockading squadron, and in consequence 
it was formally seized and brought to Key 
Wrest as a prize.

The incident is 
rather an awkward one, and somebody must 
have blundered in delivering the notice, to 
the fleet, but there seems to be no special 
cause for censure. — 

In the absence of any notification re- 
garding the Lafayette there can be ao doubt 
that the Captain of the Annapolis did his 
duty when he fired a shot across the bow 
of the Frenchman and carried it to Key 
West. It had been warned in due form, yt 
tried to communicate with Havana by helio- 
graph signals in daylight and by flashlights 
at night. Its actions were suspicious, to say 
the least. There was nothing to indicate 
any reason for making an exception of this 
vessel, especially as its log showed it had 
been at Corunna two days after the decla- 
ration of war had been made. All that the 
blockaders could do was to gather it in ac- 
cording to the international law of the case 
and leave the matter to the prize court to 
settle. 

As to the responsibility of a neutral vessel 
in attempting to break a blockade, Presi- 
dent Woolsey says in his “ Introduction to 
International Law ”: 


‘There is a general agreement that it is unlawful 
for a neutral vessel knowingly to attempt to break 
a blockad@ whether by issuing from or entering 
the blockaded place. Such an act, especially of 
ingress, tends to aid one of the belligerents in-the 
most direct manner against the designs of the 
other, and is therefore a great departure from the 
line of neutrality. 2 


This describes the attempted action of the 
‘French liner exactly, as far as the blockad- 


procedure in the presence of a warning of 
blockade was extremely bold, from what- 
ever light it be regarded, and its owners 
may congratulate themselves on getting off 
with so slight an inconvenience as they have 
suffered. |

THE MONOMANIA OF KOHLSAAT. 
What Kohlsaat would do for editorials 


If he did not have Tur Trreune to write 


about it is difficult to imagine. He devotes 
from two to six articles a day in his morn- 
ing and evening editions to a discussion of 
Tue Trisunp’s alleged shortcomings. It 
is evident that Kohlsaat doesn’t like Tum 
TRIBUNE; that he doesn’t approve of it; 
he can’t digest the fact that it circulates 
widely and is prosperous, whereas his own 
newspaper has been declining steadily in 
circulation, revenue, and character from 
the day he took control of it until now. 

Such epithets as “ yellow journal” and 
“yellow journalism,” borrowed from New 
York, are the least offensive of those which 
Kohlsaat usually employs. If there is a 
better example of a yellow journal any- 
where than Kohlsaat’s own morning organ 
we do not know where to find it. It was 
Kohlsaat’s morning paper which only a 
short time ago averred that all the principal 
railroad men of the Western country were 
engaged in a conspiracy to defraud the gov- 
ernment, and again it was Kohlsaat’s 
paper which declared editorially, not once 
but many times within a few weeks, that 
“ As between free silver and war the Times- 
Herald is for war.” 

It was Kohlsaat’s morning organ which 
a few days ago claimed to have printed 
“ten columns,” more or less, about the 
“terrific combat” at Matanzas, in which 
nobody was hurt and from which nothing 
resulted—a harmless skirmish which we find 
properly characterized in its own columns 
by the correspondent of the London Times 
Wednesday last as follows: : 

The truth is that Admiral Sampson was prac- 
ticing with his guns and steadying his crew with 
the same purpose that a theatrical manager will 
wo into the gallery and teil a stage hand to speak 
to him on the stage that he may test the acoustic 
properties of the house. What the stage hand says 
is of no importance to the manager; all he wants 
to know is that the house is adapted for THE 
REAL PERFORMANCE,'‘STILL TO COME. 

The Matanzas report was “ yellow jour- 
nalism ” with a vengeance, and the worst 
example of it that has been developed thus 
far in any quarter during the war. 

THe TRIBUNE does not know how to ex- 
plain Kohlsaat’s antics except upon the sup- 
position that he is consumed with envy and 
is a monomaniac on the subject of Tue 
TRIBUNE. It must be that he eats and 
drinks with Tus Trisunp at his elbow; 
seizes THe TRIBUNE eagerly the first thing 

‘in the morning and goes to bed with it under 
his pillow at night. Dreams of Tur TrIB- 
UNE disturb his slumbers and appalling 
visions of its growth and power rise before 
him during the day. Most of his time, sleep- 
ing or waking, he is seein’ things, and 
hearin’ things, and sayin’ things about Tue 
TRIBUNE, which indicates that it engrosses 
his thoughts to the exclusion of almost all 
other subjects. 

This is a dangerous state of mind for any- 
body to get into. From the mental condi- 
tion in which one sees and hears and says 
things that are “not so” to the point at 


which positive derangement of the faculties 
declares itself is a short and simple step. 


Kohlsaat’s friends should take.him in 
charge. He needs soothing applications in- 
ternally and externally. A cold compress 
for his fevered brow would do him good. 
He should be told that THe Trisune is not 
the “ bogie man ” that he imagines it to be; 
that it will not “ get him if it can ”’; thatits 
success will not make existence for him 


impossible if he deserves it; and that no 


newspaper ever yet was hurt nor one estab- 
lished on ‘an enduring foundation by de- 
traction, falsehood, or slander. 
Yellow journalism may be bad; but 
“green” journalism is worse. Surely no 
journalism is so poor a thing as the “ green ” 
journalism which Kohlsaat is now profes- 
sing and practicing—the journalism be- 
gotten of “ envy, hatred, and malice, and all 
uncharitableness,” which cloaks its selfish 
purposes under a hypocritical pretense of 
zeal for the public good, which toadies Yo 
the rich and despises the poor, which is only 
an instrument in the hands of unscrupulous 
men for the promotion of personal ends, 
which, knows not the meaning of the words 
“self-respect” or “independence,” but 
“abases itself continually before poor-law 
guardians and is grateful for the alms that 
they dole out. Such is not a true organ of 
public opinion nor one which possesses or 
can ever have the good will of the people.

_ BAILROAD ARBITRATION BILL. 

The House of Representatives has passed 
a bill for. the settlement of labor disputes 
on railroads doing interstate business. In 
the event of a controversy over wages, 
hours of labor, or conditions of employment 
the chairmen of the Interstate Commerce 
commission and the Commissioner of Labor 
are to endeavor to settle the dispute by 
mediation if requested to do so by either 
party. If unsuccessful, then, if both parties 
agree, the’ questions at issue may be re- 
ferred to a board of arbitration, each side 
to name one man and the two to choose the 
third. | | 

Arbitration is not compulsory, but if the 
disputants consent to it they are required 
to consider the award final and conclusive 
for one year. Employers are not to dismiss 
employés nor are the latter to quit work 
because of dissatisfaction with the award 
under three months without giving thirty 
days’ notice. No penalty is fixed, however, 
for a breach of these provisions, so there is 
practically nothing compulsory about the 
measure, 3 

The act recognizes organized Jabor and 
provides penalties for employers discrimi- 
nating against employs by reason of their

ganizations. For this reason, with others, 


the Federation of Labor and other labor or- 
ganizations have declared themselves in 
favor of the bill, which met with hardly 
any opposition in the House and is net likely 
to meet with any in the Senate. There is a 
general belief that the measure cannot do 
aly harm and may in many instances be 
productive of much good. It may serve to 
kill in the germ a railroad labor controversy 


which would develop otherwise into dis- 


turbances as disastrous to public peace and 
prosperity as those of 1877 and 1804.

The Queen Regent of Spain speaks 
more than one language, and, among others, 
French, which is the language of diplomacy, 
and in all the courts of Europe is the plat- 
form on which all cultivated persons may 
stand. There is no mystery therefore in the 
statementrof the correspondent that while 
he could ndt understand the language of the 
lackeys he could carry on a conversation 
fluently with the Queen Regent. 


WHY WHEAT HAS GONE UP. 

A few years ago wheat was selling for 
less than 60 cents a bushel. The low price 
was not due to the fall in that of silver, but 
to the existence of a supply in excess of a 
demand at remunerative prices. Wheat 
was selling yesterday for a dollar and a 
half a bushel. The sole reason for the 
advance of 150 per cent is that the de- 
mand is in excess of the supply. The war 
has nothing to do with it. The condi- 


_tions which prevailed four years ago have 
been changed radically. | 
It happened that at that time there had 


been a succession of good crops in the wheat 
producing countries of the world. The 
wheat acreage had been increased great- 
ly. Countries like India and Australia, 
which prior to the opening of the Suez 
Canal never dreamed of sending wheat 
to Hurope, became heavy exporters of that 
grain and serious competitors with the 
United States. The fertile lands of Ar- 


gentina were reduced to cultivation rapid- 


ly and that country became an extensive 
wheat exporter. The inevitable effect of 
this rivalry for the business of supplying 
Europe with the grain needed by it over 
and above what it produced was to beat 
down the price to unprofitable figures. 

But in 1896 and 1897 there came a,sud- 
den change in the situation. The Indian 
crops failed and there was a famine there. 
The locusts and bad weather played havoe 
in Argentina. There was a terrible drought 
in Australia, and that part of the world, 
from being an exporter of wheat, .became 
an importer. The Australians had to draw 
on the Pacific coast_of the United States 
for their supplies and have had to pay 20 
millions in gold for what they got. Much 
of the California wheat used to go to 
Europe for mixing purposes, the millers 
blending it .with the softer grain from 
other regions. The Australian demand has 
deprived the millers of that source of sup- 
ply. Russia is another great wheat-export- 
ing country, but the crops turned out badly 
there—both of wheat and of rye, the latter 
being the cereal chiefly used for food pur- 
poses in northern Europe. During the last 
eight months this country has shipped over 
5 million dollars’ worth of rye to Burope 
to meet the demands of a population ac- 
customed to live on it, instead of wheat. 
In Russia, Germany, and other parts of the 
continent, and in Great Britain, the 
harvests last year disappointed the culti- 
vators. Nor was the wheat crop of the 
United States last year as large as it 
was thought it would be at one time. The 
farmers in some sections had unfavorable 
weather at the last moment. 

The advance in the price of wheat began 
in the late summer of 1896. It plagued 
the Bryanites a good deal, and they at- 
tributed it to manipulation of the markets 
by Mark Hanna. That advance was sim- 
ply the first indication that the demand 
for wheat was beginning to catch up with 
and outrun the supply. The population of 
the world had been increasing at the rate 
of 1 per cent a year. The production of 
wheat had been decreasing on account of 
crop failures. The crops have continued 
to be short since the rise in price began 
and hence wheat has gone up to a dollar and 
a half a bushel. 

‘While that price {s not to continue in- 
definitely, it is certain that cheap wheat 
need not be looked for in the near future. 
The American farmers need have no fears 
about not receiving remunerative prices 
for the wheat they are going to harvest 
this year. For by the time their grain is 
marketed there will be nothing left over 
from the crops of 1897. There will not 
be stored up here and there great surpluses 
to exercise a depressing effect on prices. 
There will be a lively demand for the 
1898 wheat to meet immediate needs, and 
since the European buyers like to have 


'Jarge stocks in sight, so as to be able to 


meet contingencies of crop failures, these 
buyers will purchase heavily to replenish 
their exhausted reserves. 

The American farmers will bear in mind 
also the fact that the domestic demand 
is increasing. The population of the United 
States is growing at the rate of a mil- 
lion and a half a year at this time. That 
means an increased home consumption of 
seven and a half million bushels. There 
will be that much less wheat to be dis- 
posed of abroad. 

As long as wheat stays up, as it is 
certainly bound to for some time to come, 
corn will bring a good price. In view 
of the grand scale on which that cereal 
is grown in the United States this is a 
matter of great congratulation to the agri- 
culturists. And when corn is up meat is 
up also. Cattle, sheep, and poultry bring 
better prices, and those who raise them 
for the market do not think this is such 
na bad world to live in after all and do not 
lend so ready an ear to the destructive 
sophistries of the Bryanites. 

The farmers are in clover. They had a 
hard time of it a few years ago, but they 
are having good times now and there is 
no likelihood of a change in the situation. 
The Bryanites view this prosperity with 
sour faces. Agricultural adversity has 
been their stock in trade for some years and 
now they are deprived of it. One of their 
pet arguments for a free silver debasement 


of the currency has been taken violently 


from them by the advance in the price of 


wheat and other farm products.

THE SPANISH QUEEN REGENT. 
It would be a sad piece of business if the 


‘outcome of the present disorders and vio- | 


lence in Spain should be a successful revolu- 
tion involving the expulsion of the Quecn 
Regent and her son; much sadder, indeed, 
thon was the enforced exile of Isabella, who 
was a notorious hussy, while Christina is 
& most exemplary lady. The Queen Regent 
deserves credit on the part of the world and 
gratitude on the part of Spain for manag- 
ing its shaky affairs as well as she has done 
since her husbafd’s death: If she is nota 
woman of rare capacity then she has had 
phenomenally good fortune. If she has the 
capacity she has put it to good use in steer- 
ing the course of her kingdom through most 
devious and dangerous channels. It is no 
child’s play to manage a country like Spain 
and keep up the fiction of monarchy. | 

The Queen Regent has had innumerable 
difficulties confronting her. She has had to 
contend with Socialists and Anarchists 
masquerading as Republicans, with Carlists 
fomenting popular disturbances, with Wey- 
lerism, with Cuba, and the United States, 
with entangling questions of all kinds, ad- 
vised now by Conservatives and now by 
Liberals, and menaced by plotting con- 
spirators and seditious mobs urged on by 
ambitious political adventurers. Upon the 
whole she has done better than might have 
been expected under such circumstances, 
and it would be, therefore, ungracious, un- 
just, and unmanly to hold her responsible, 
for the defeat at Manila, which was due 
to causes beyond her control, or to visit 
punishment upon her and her son for sins. 
for which they are not responsible: So 
far as Cuba is concerned she probably 
could not have changed the wretched sys- 
tem under which it has been governed even 
if she had been so disposed. 


And yet so malignant, unmanly, and. 


treacherous is this Spanish nation that it 
will not be at all surprising if it vents its 
anger upon its own Queen and boy King, 
who are no more responsible for Spanish 
reverses than they are for the changes of 
the moon. If the Spaniards were wiser 
than they are they would realize the truth 
of what Crispi said the other day, that 
Spain was a lost nation, er, as Lord Salis- 
bury tersely put it, Spain is a dying nation 


contending with a live nation. 


Now that saintly Evanston 
Le GALLIENNE has set its seal of approval 
AND His upon the young British poet, 
IDEALISM, Richard Le Gallienne, there 
is probably nothing more to 
be said on the score of his credentials. No 
doubt President Rogers of Northwestern 
University had read “The Quest of the 
Golden Girl ’’ and knew what he was indors- 
ing. At any rate, Mr. Le Gallienne seems to 
have tuned his lyre in accord with every- 
thing respectable. His essay on modern 
idealism is pretty and clever, like its author: 
In his love of life and action, even in the 
shape of “ yellow journalism,’’ Mr. Le Galli- 
enne establishes his right to be ranked asa 
modern of the moderns. By’his departure 
from orthodoxy, both religious and artistic, 
he places himself among the smal] London 
coterie that includes Watson, Davidson, and 
Henley, though he is more of a flaneur than 
any of these. His thought that the new 
idealism gets its light from within life itself, 
instead of merely throwing a rose light upon 
life from the outside, is a healthful and true 
thought, whatever may be said of the sickly 
and miasmatic glamour that he has chosen 
to throw into parts of his books. Since the 
young poet comes to the seething activities 
of. America and of Chicago with a hearty 
appreciation of vitality in all its forms, it 
is possible he may go home with healthier 
views of literary art, having learned quite 
as much from Chicago as Chicago will have 
learned from him.

It saw 
them in more dangerous shape in 1868, whep 
Prim and Serrano engineered the uprising 
which sent Isabella Alfonso's mother 
and the cause of the Carlist wars, to France 
where she has remained ever since. Séeynras

How the Ammunition Goem 


We have received the annual report 6m 
musketry instruction in India. It is gener. 
ally satisfactory, especially in the fleld fir- 
ing, which simulates the conditions of ac 
tion as closely as possible. In view of the 
fact that on one occasion it took twenty- 
seven minutes for the firing line to obtain 
fresh almmunition, and that a man seldom 
takes into action more than 150 rounde, the 
following passages about practice at Meerut 
are important:. 

** Mem can fire continuously, using the rifig 
as a single loader, for about half an hour, 
at the rate of seven rounds per minute, 
without any great inconvenience or damage 
to the rifle; accuracy of fire is maintained 
for about thirteen minutes, after that i 
gets somewhat wild; the rifles get hot 
about ten minutes, and the beeswax and off 
between the stock and barrel ooze « out 
freely, the stock and wooden hand guard 
also get hot after ten minutes’ firing, and 
there is a perceptible smell of charred wood, 
but the rifles suffer no damage, and ther 
is no difficulty about loading. 

“In the same course it was noted that 
men fired eight rounds from the magagitie 
in forty-five seconds, while others using the 
rifle as a single loader fired five rounds 
Men, using only the magazine (that is, fe 
filling the magazine as soon as empty), im 
ing for seven minutes, fired at the rate a 
5.6 rounds pere minute against the single 
loaders’ 6.8 rounds per minute. a 

“Ten men of the Fifth Dragoon Guar 
fired 500 rounds at 200 yards at a six 
target with the Martini-Metford carbilal 
six minutes fifty seconds’ (one man 
fifty rounds in five minutes twenty-thi 
seconds), and the section made 473 hits in the 
500 rounds. 

“From the above it may be fairly ase 


sumed that men can deliver a fire at the | 
rate of six or seven rounds per minute, and | 


keep it up for about half an hour, and’ that 


this would mean an expenditure of nearly * 


200 rounds per man in half an hour, if firing 
from a defensive position or during a halt 
in the attack. During brigade field firing at 
Meerut, the containing line actually con- 
tinued to fire for thirty-one minutes before 
the main attack could be driven home. This 
fire was, however, controlled more than 
would have been possible in a hot fight.”"—

That is to say, that since Queen Christina 
has become Regent the Spanish treasury - 
has practically received from her the rela- 
tively colossal sum of $17,000,000, which any 
other sovereign in her place would have 
either invested profitably in some undertak- 
ing or else confided for safe keeping to. the 
Bahk of England, as so many other foreign 
esovereigns are in the habit of doing.
